and perhaps needless, to“attempt a refutation 
in detail of the various imaginative statements 
which make up*the greater part of this extra- 
Stdinary indictment. But we have obtained 
from the Ministry of Finance a few facts and 
figures relating ty the monetary conditions of 
Egypt which are easily capable of verification, 


and mdst of which alréady form part of the 
common knowledge of people in this countty. 


We set them forth below without further com- 


iment, as in this form they serve to throw into 
the strongest relief the travesty of, thee in Mr 
Cope: W hitehouse’s letter, which is reproduced 


in another. column. 

The reform of the currency effected by Sir 
Edgar Vincent in 1885 substituted a sound 
und homogeneous national coinage for the 
medley of foreign and depreciated coins which 
did duty-as token currency before that date. 
[he popularity of the new coins may be mea- 
snred by the fact that the circulation has 
increased from L.E, 800,000 in 1889 to LE. 
2,900,000 in 1906. The seigniorage on the token 
coinage forms part of the normal revenues of 
the State, as it does in all civilised countries 
whose currency is based on the gold standsrd., 
There is no forced circulation, and the coin 
flows in-and/ out of the Government treasuries 
according /to the requirements of the public. 
The silvercoins are legal tender for not more 
than L.E,.2 in one payment. The Government 
strikes new’ doin from time to time as the circu- 
lation increases, and always keeps a certain 
atock in hand to meet contingencies, The total 
amount struck is about L:E. 3,100,000, and 
the stock in hand about L.E. 200,000, the 
balance of L.E, 2,990,000 represtnting the 
Amount’ in circulation, as already stated. The 
demand for circulation varies according to the 
time of year, sometimes with great suddenness. 
‘The excess of coin in circulation in December, 
1904, was@lirectly produced by a heavy fall in 
the price of cotton, and was promptly remedied 
by the measuges taken by the Government. 

Egypt absorbs a considerable amoant of gol 
coin annually, not only for purposes of circula- 
own and hoarded. 
Phe amount imported varies from year to year, 
butithe net sum retained in the country during 
the past decade has averaged over L.E. 2 
millions per annum. The recent withdrawals of 
gold from London and Paris, for Egypt were 
larger than usual owing to the exceptional!y 
abundant cotten crop and the high prices rul- 
ing, resulting in larger ahd earlier sales by 
the growers than usual, 

The Reserye Fund of the Egyptian Govern- 
went amounts to about L.E. 9, 000,000, and is 
‘nvested in Government securities. The service 
of the Egyptian public debt is not provided for 
out of the Reserve Fund, nor does the duty of 
providing for the payment of the coupons de- 
volye on the Financial Adviser. That duty 
falls on the Caissede la Dette, an international 
body representing the bondholders, which re- 
ceives direct from the tax gatherers in gold the 
sums necessary for the purpose.
